Justice Hoehling, of the District 
Supreme court, last night left the 
impression with the House District 
subcommittee, headed by Repre- 
sentative Gibson, of Vermont, that 
he ‘frowned upon the extent of Mr.

ment proceedings against George 
W. English, United States attorney 
for the Eastern district of Illinois, 
probably will not be held until next 
fall. This decision was tentatively 
reached by Senate leaders yester- 
day after the accused judge had 
appeared at the bar of the Senate 
and made reply, through a state- 
ment read from the desk, to the 
charges brought against him. 
The managers of the impeach- 
ment on the part of the House of 
Representatives were given until 
tomorrow .to file their replication 
and all pleadings must be in by 
May 10, according to a Senate 
resolution.

Those who favor an earlier 
trial have contended that it may 
be embarrassing for Judge Eng- 
lish to continue on the bench until 
his case is disposed of, but this dif- 
ficulty may be obviated by the 
judge’s agreeing not to hear any 
more cases until the trial is over.

Philadelphia, May 3 (By A. 
P.).—-A group of dry agents 
brought to this city by the new 
administrator, Frederick C. 
Baird, found local saloons run-

Assistant Attor- 
ney Harlan said the inquiry would 
be taken over entirely by the Fed- 
eral government. He has received 
complete cooperation from the po- 
lice, he said, and would present the 
evidence to the Federal grand jury. 
It was reported officials have 
been working on the theory that 
this money is connected with the 
list of names found on board the 
Eker as recipients of large sums of 
money.

BRITISH LABOR, IN REVOLT, 
CEASES WORK: CIVIL WAR 
THREAT SEEN BY PREMIER 


Government Challenged 
by Another Regime, 
Baldwin Holds. 


SITUATION IS CALLED 
GRAVEST IN HISTORY 


Tension in House of Commons 
While Proclamation of 
Emergency Is Read. 


London, May 3 (By A. P.).—Pre- 
mier Baldwin today told the house 
of commons that as a result of the 
order for a general strike the gov- 
ernment finds itrelf challenged by 
an alternative government. The 
premier declared that the labor 
leaders ordering the strike were 
threatening the basis of orderly 
government and were nearer to pro- 
claiming civil war than Great Brit- 
ain had been for centuries. 

Further talking would be wrong, 
the premier said, unless the gov- 
ernment got immediate and uncon- 
ditional withdrawal of instructions 
for the general strike. He became 
convinced Friday night, he asserted, 
that A. Pugh, chairman of the 
Trades Union congress, and his col- 
leagues were no longer in control of 
the situation within their own 
ranks. 

“The only light hearts in the 
country today are those who either 
envy or hate us, because they see 
the whole of democratic freedom 
entering on a course which, if suc- 
cessful, can only substitute tyran- 
ny,” he said. “It is not wages that 
are in peril, but the freedom of our 
very constitution. 

“Everything for which I have 
worked for two years and for which 
I care at this moment has. been 
smashed to atoms, but that does not 
take away my faith or courage in 
my aims.” 

No Disguising Seriousness. 


The premier said that it was no 
use disguising the facts of the seri- 
ousness of the situation with words 
that conceal the truth. 

He did not believe that thers had 
‘been a thorough consultation with 
the rank and file of the trades union 
council before the power of calling 
a general strike had been put into 
the hands of a small group of exec- 
utives in London. This, he felt, was 
a gross travesty of every demo- 
cratic principle. 

Premier Baldwin presented a 
message from the king declaring 
the existence of a state of emer- 
gency. The premier moved that a 
humble address be presented to his 
majesty thanking him for the mes- 
sage. 

The laborites immediately chal- 


‘|lenged the premier’s motion. The 


apparent calm of the first few min- 
utes of the sitting quickly changed 
to intense feeling and taunts were 
hurled from side to side. 

Premier Baldwin’s motion also 
thanked the. king for issuing his 
proclamation declaring that a state 
of emergency existed. The motion 
was carried by a vote of 308 to 108. 


One of Gravest in History. 


The premier then addressed the 
house, declaring the occasion was 
one of the gravest on which the 
commons had ever met. 

There never would be a settle- 
ment in the coal industry until 
there was a different spirit in it and 
a very different organization for the 
discussion and arrangement of 
wages. 

The premier said that up to the 
last moment both sides had been 
too prone to maneuver for a favor- 
able position with the public. It 
had been impossible to get an 
agreed account of what the miner 
was earning because neither side 
had ever agreed on a figure. 

They (the owners and miners) 
were two stubborn bodies, whose 
advance in the negotiations was 
like an irresistible force attacking 
an absolutely immovable object. 


Must Rule Own Business. 


The miners and owners would 
have to find or have found for them 
some way of managing their own 
business, independently of. govern- 
mental intervention, the same as 
did all the other great industries of 
the country. 

The premier said that the gov- 
ernment had induced the owners to 
negotiate nationally and without 
reservation and to propose a guar- 
anteed wage level that would be 
slightly higher than that under the 
settlement of 1921. The miners’ re-

WILKINS PLANE TO FLY 
00 MILES OVER ARCTIC 


Search for Land Will Be Made 
on Big Jump From Point 
Barrow, Alaska. 


SNOW DELAYS DIRIGIBLE 


Fairbanks, Alaska, May 3 (By 
A. P.).—Capt. George Hubert Wil- 
kins, leader, and Carl B. Eilson, 
aviator of the Detroit arctic expe- 
dition, prepared here today for a 
flight of 500 miles over the Arctic 
ocean. 

The expedition was organized to 
search for land in the Arctic ocean, 
and on March 31 Wilkins and Eilson 
flew north 150 miles from the edge 
of North America, going further 
than any recorded penetration in 
this direction. 

The plan is for the airplane Alas- 
kan to fly from here to Point Bar- 
row. and then to make the big 
jump. | 

Plans announced when the expe- 
dition came here, February 23, were 
that if no land were sighted on the 
initial flight over the Arctic and 
no suitable place for lighting was 
seen, the journey might be con- 
tinued to the Spitzbergen islands, 
north of the Norwegian mainland.

PREDICTING OUTCOME 
IS HELD IMPOSSIBLE 
Parliamentary Government’s 


End Called a Possibility by 
Churchill. 


London, Tuesday, May 4 (By A. 
P.).—Organized labor of Great 
Britain is in revolt. 

Five million men are backing up 
the miners’ demand for what they 
consider a living wage and proper 
working conditions. 

At midnight a general strike of 
the industrial workers became ef- 
fective throughout the country. 
This widespread demonstration 
will, unless speedily terminated, 
cause untold suffering, with the 
loss of millions in money. 

The last hours before the general 
strike call went forth were anxious 
ones. Thousands of citizens assem- 
bled in Parliament square and the 
adjoining streets, while within the 
house, ministers of the crown and 
former ministers, representing 
labor, battled in support of their 


./ |respective contentions. 


Labor Stand Criticized. 


Premier Baldwin criticized the 
abor leaders on the ground that, in 
ordering the general strike, they 
were threatening the basis of or- 
derly government and were nearer 


Britain had been for centuries. 

Ramsay MacDonald, the labor 
leader, said the country faces a sit- 
uation whose end and evolution not 
even the keenest observer could 
visualize. 

Winston Churchill, chancellor of 
the exchequer, asserted that if this 
conflict were fought out to its con- 
clusion, it could only mean the end 
of parliamentary government or its 
decisive victory. 

Anxiety Among People. 


From a kind of apathy the people 

of Great Britain, and particularly 
of London, the central point of 
struggle, turned to anxfous specu- 
lation as it became apparent that 
the negotiations for a settlement 
were to fail, for even the lowliest 
citizen realized what a widespread 
strike of this kind meant, with 
stoppage of railway and transport 
services, the cessation of all build- 
ing operations, the possible suspen- 
sion of shipping, a breakdown in 
the distribution of food supplies, 
rationing of fuel and light, suspen- 
sion of the newspapers and inter- 
ference with all business. 
The government has made prep- 
arations, backed by thousands of 
volunteers, to continue as what are 
known as the vital services, the 
distribution of food, bread and 
milk for the children, and for a - 
continuance as far as possible of 
the means of transport, and the 
big places of business and corpora- 
tions have arranged to provide 
sleeping and eating quarters for 
their employes, so that the neces- 
sity of returning home by day er 
night will be obviated. 


Tremendous Tie-Up Certain. 


Nevertheless there is certain to 
be a tremendous tie-up in all the 
big cities and an immediate cessa- 
tion of many forms of labor depend- 
ent upon the greater industries com- 
prised in the Trades Union congress. 
Troops already have been sent to 
various sections where disturbances 
are most to be feared, but it is the 
expressed intention of both authori- 
ties and the labor leaders to do 
nothing of a provocative nature.

IN DISTRICT OPPOSED 


BY DUPONT CITIZEN 


Present Form of Government 
Preferred to That in 
Pending Bill. 


POLITICAL GROUPS 
DENOUNCED BY BODY 


Methods of Electing National 
..Committeemen Condemned 
By Association. 


“The Dupont Citizens association 
at a meeting yesterday presided 
ever by Rear Admiral William L. 
Rodgers, retired, adopted a resolu- 
tion opposing passage of a bill now 
in Congress which would grant to 
the people of the District limited 
suffrage in the form of two senators 
and two representatives. 

-. The association took a slap at 
Edward F. Colladay, Republican na- 
tional committeeman for the Dis- 
trict, and unanimously adopted a 
resolution disfavoring any group in 
the District which holds itself out 
@s a political organization, thereby 
influencing the appointing power of 
the President or administrative of- 
ficers of the District without the 
knowledge or consent of the people 
of Washington. 

Continuance of the present form 
af government for the District was 
favored because, it was stated, rec- 
ords show that the people of the 
District have fared better since 
passage of the organic act in 1878, 
which created the present form of 
government, than they did previous- 
ly. Unless the people can get full 
government, it was stated, the pres- 
ent form is better than that which 
would follow under the bill now be- 
ing considered by Congress. 


Colladay Assailed. 


Mr. Coliaday was assailed previ- 
ous to passage of the resolution in- 
troduced by Maj. Clayton E. Emig, 
which opposed political organiza- 
tions here. Maj. Emig declared 
that Colladay had double-crossed 
Tepresentatives of the association 
when a successor to Capt. James 
F. Oyster as commissioner was be- 
ing cunsidered. 

Maj. Emig declared that the ex- 
ecutive committee of the associa- 
tion had gone to Colladay with the 
name of Maj. Gen. William W.

STATE'S RELEASING 
OF WATCHES oTIRt 
COUNSEL FOR WAN 


Believes Timepieces Found on 
Body Might Have Set 
Hour of Murder. 


DETECTIVE IS QUOTED 
AS CALLING CHINESE ILL

Headquarters Detective Kelly 
was quoted as saying that Ziang 
Sun Wan would die before his trial 
came up by a‘witness who testified 
yesterday at the third trial of the 
Chinese in criminal court. 

Other features of yesterday’s 


session were the calling of a prose- 
cuting attorney as a witness by the 
defense counsel, and testimony that 
detectives, without warrant, cut 
open the mattress of Wan’s bed in 
search of evidence. 

Mrs. Gertrude Bartels, owner of 
the New York rooming house in 
which Wan lived, was the witness 
who quoted Kelly. The detective 
had arrested Wan in the rooming 
house and had brought him to this 
city. He had then returned to New 
York. Mrs. Bartels said she asked 
Kelly how Wan was feeling and 
that Kelly replied: 

‘‘His stomach is gone. 
never live out the trial.”’ 


Vigor Held Lacking. 

Wilton J. Lambert, chief counsel 
for Wan, brought out this point 
from Mrs. Bartels to fortify his con- 
tention that Wan did not have the 
physical vigor to take part in the 
triple murder. Wan is accused of 
killing Ben Sen Wu, one of th: 
three men who were murdered in 
the Chinese Educational mission 
the night of January 29, 1919. 

Attorney Lambert caused a sen- 
sation when he asked the assistant 
prosecuting attorney, George D. 
Horning, jr., to take the witness 
stand. Mr. Horning was willing. 

In response to a question by Mr. 
Lambert, Mr. Horning said he did 
not know for a certainty the present 
whereabout of the two watches that 
were found on the body of Dr. T. T. 
Wong, one of the victims of the 
triple murder. 

Mr. Horning said that his records 
showed that the watches, which 
were taken from the body of Dr. 
Wong by Headquarters Detective 
Evans, had been turned over to an 
attache of the Chinese legation for 
return to Dr. Wong’s family. 


Time Is Debated Point. 


Mr. Lambert expressed amaze- 
ment that this had been done when 
the watches might have played such 
an important part in the trial. He 
pointed out that the shock of the 
battle in which Dr. Wong took part 
before his death might have caused 
the watches to stop, and this would 
have indicated at what time the 
murder took place. 

The time of the murder is de- 
bated in this trial. The defense 
maintains that it took place at a 
time when Wan was in his room at 
the Harris hotel or en route to the 
hotel. 

Mr. Lambert also questioned Mr. 
Horning about a pair of spectacles 
that were found in the Chinese edu- 
cational mission after the murder. 
The assistant prosecuting attorney 
admitted that these had been lost. 
There was an intimation from the 
defense that these glasses might 
have led to the identification of the 
murderer. 


Mattress Ripped Open. 


Mrs. Bartels, the rooming house 
proprietor, testified that neither De- 
tective Kelly nor Capt. Guy Bur- 
lingame exhibited a search warrant 
when they came to her rooming 
house to get Wan the day after dis- 
covery of the murder. She told 
how they ripped open the. mattress 
on Wan’s bed and broke open his 
trunks. Nothing was found of an 
incriminating nature. 

Mrs. Bartels admitted that she 
once gave Wan a bottle of liquor 
to ease his stomach pains and also 
that she remonstrated with him 
when he drank too much. But she 
never saw him drink before that or 
after that, she testified.

PLAN TO LESSEN STREET 
REPAIR BURDEN FAVORED 


House Committee Backs Bor- 
land Amendment Reliev- 
ing Property Owners. 


20- YEAR RESPITE GIVEN

Amendment of the Borland law, 
to relieve property owners of the 
burden of the cost of repairing 
paved streets, was approved yester- 
day in a report to the full House 
District committee by a special 
subcommittee following an open 
meeting. 

The amendment provides that 
owners of abutting property shall 
not be assessed for street repairs 
for twenty years after the original 
paving is laid. The amendment is 
necessary, Representative Stalker, 
of New York, chairman of the sub- 
committee, declared, because in- 
creased use of pavements by trucks 
and automobiles would levy an ‘‘in- 
tolerable burden’’ on owners of 
property abutting certain stréets 
under the existing law. 

Approval was given by the sub- 
committee to other measures, in- 
cluding the zoning law amendment 
providing for fireproofing of all 
hospitals, orphan asylums and 
other homes or institutions for the 
care of partially helpless persons. 

No opposition was voiced by 
representatives of any of the in- 
stitutions affected when the sub- 
committee called the bill up, and 
it was unanimously voted to report 
it favorably. Its provisions would 
not become effective for a year 
after passage and provision is 
made for extension to five years of 
the time within which some insti- 
tutions would have to conform ex- 
isting buildings.

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FOR SCHOOLS ASKED 
IN HOUSE MEASURE 


Begg Bill Would Give New 
Medical Department 
Broad Powers. 


IS RESULT OF RECENT 
INVESTIGATION IN CITY 


Has Approval of Welfare 
Leaders, Physicians and 
Health Officer. 


Efforts to develop a real school 
medical inspection service in the 
District were advanced a stop yes- 
terday when Representative James 
T. Begg, of Ohio, introduced a bill 
in the House providing for a new 
bureau of school hygiene in the 
District health department. 


Proper medical inspection would 
be provided for all pupils and 
teachers under the bill. The bureau 
would be charged with responsi- 
bility for healthful condition of all 
school buildings, and instruction of 
teachers and pupils in hygiene. It 
would supervise nutrition classes, 
prevent spread of diseases, and 
carry on general health promotion 
work. 

“The slogan which calls for mil- 
lions of dollars for school buildings, 
but not an additional cent to safe- 
guard the health of children using 
these buildings is not based upon 
experience or upon common sense,”

ment? What of the honor pupil, 
educated largely at public expense, 
whose graduate studies are cul 
short by defective vision? 


Health Important. 


“Our experience in the world 
war, disclosing the large number of 
young men suffering from physical 
defects, brought home to us that our 
system of public education must give 
consideration to health problems and 
must strive to extend and to con- 
serve the health of the children in 
our public schools. 

“Today the development of health 
is recugnized by all educational lead- 
ers us one of the primary objects 
of all education. Cities throughout 
the country recognize the great im- 
portance of this work, but in this 
movement the capital of our nation 
is far behind. The situation calls 
for serious attention. A bill similar 
to the one I have introduced is to be 
introduced in the Senate.

END GANG KILLINGS,

JUDGE TELLS JURY 


Reign of Terror in Chicago Is 
Near, Special Inquiry Body 
Is Warned. 


BRIBERY IS MENTIONED 
WITH POLITICAL STRIFE

Coroner Wolff, Foe of State’s 
Attorney Crowe, Will Be 
the First Witness. 


Chicago, May 3 (By A. P.).— 
Charged by the court with the task 
of forestalling “a reign of terror” 
in Chicago, a special grand jury 
set out today to fix responsibility 
for internecine gang warfare which 
culminated last week in a triple 
murder whose principal victim was 
assistant State’s Attorney William 
H. McSwiggin. . 

Attorney General Oscar Carl- 
strom, of Illinois, intervening at the 
request of State’s Attorney Robert 
E. Crowe, took charge of the panel 
after it had been sworn and in- 
structed by Judge William  V. 
Brothers, acting chief justice of the 
criminal court. 

An inquiry of possible relation of 
the gang warfare with politics was 
suggested by the fact that the first 
two witnesses to appear before the 
grand jury were Coroner Oscar 
Wolff, political foe of the State’s 
attorney, and Harry Eugene Kelly, 
president of the Union League club 
of Chicago, and an advocate of an 
inquiry into gangdom’s possible re- 
lationships with law enforcement 
officials. 

State’s Attorney General Carl- 
strom will conduct the inquiry with 
the assistance of the State’s attor- 
nevy’s office. 

Judge Brothers told the jury that 
at least nineteen of twenty murders 
since January 1, are what might 
be termed gang murders. He re- 
counted Phe use by the slayers of 
sawed-off shotguns, rifles and ma- 
chine guns; the commission of all 
the murders by night, the refusal of 
victims to name their slayers, even 
when they could. 

“The: primary motive inspiring 
the gangs,’’ said Judge Brothers, 
‘appears to be indissolubly linked 
with, the illicit traffic in liquor and 
beer. 

“If the present condition of af- 
fairs continues much longer, with- 
out the intervention of the stern 
and implacable hand of the law, a 
reign of terror will be upon us. 
Mob rule will prevail.” 

The court called‘to the jury’s 
attention to the fact that he had 
‘‘purposely refrained’’ from limit- 
ing the scope of its inquiry in any 
fashion.

Charles R. Forbes, former veterans’ 
bureau head, of conspiracy to de- 
fraud the government in hospital 
contracts, died at his home here 
early today of heart disease.

He was conversing with his 
wife and nurses when death came 
suddenly shortly after midnight.

Atlantic City, N.J., May 3 (By 
A. P.).—After-dinner “heart burn”’ 
is not necessarily caused by acid 
stomach, according to Drs. Chester 
M. Jones and Wyman Richard- 
son, of Boston, speaking before the 
American Society for Clinical In- 
vestigation here today. Motion pho- 
tographs of a sufferer’s esophagus 
at the moment of heartburn were 
shown in support of the assertion 
that muscular distensions of the di- 
gestive tract and not its contents 
are the cause of the unpleasant 
symptoms. 

Warm water, cold water, acid, 


alkali and even the contents of the 
patient’s own stomach were intro- 
duced into the stomach and all 
found in a number of cases habitu- 
ally suffering from heart burn to 
produce the same sensations, re- 
ported Dr. Jones. 

“The fluoroscope showed the dis- 
tensions or muscular spasms, 0Oc- 
curring when pain was felt,” he 
added. 

“We found that heartburn can be 
produced by a variety of maneuvers 
and can often be controlled by the 
giving of attropine,’’ said Dr. 
Jones. 


Painter's Palsy Treated. 


Treatment of ‘“painter’s palsy’ 
and other forms of poisoning fre- 
quent among lead workers, by the 
use of parathyroid, a gland extract, 
was reported by Drs. Donald Hun- 
ter, of London, and J. C. Aub, of 
Boston, investigators at Harvard 
medical school. 

The parathyroid acts to draw out 
the lead stored in the bones. Ex- 
periments on six patients all showed 
encouraging results, excreting lead 
in large quantities, Dr. Hunter said. 

The treatment was said by Dr. 
Hunter to seem in the cases tried 
more efficient than a treatment by 
acidosis, but requires care in its ad- 
ministration.

‘ The statement issued on behalf of the Brit- 
ish government at 1 o'clock yesterday morning 
seems to make it certain that the general

of the Trades Union congress, can not now be 
laverted. The responsible ministers of the 
scrown have signified their intention of break- 
ing off negotiations with the labor leaders on 
‘the twofold ground, that the general strike was 
«called while the question of the acceptance of 
ithe coal commission’s report was still under 
discussion and undecided, and that, in advance 
even of the strike, overt acts had already taken 
lace, including gross interference with the 
freedom of the press. The ministers consider 
jeach of these actions separately and both taken 
together as a challenge to the constitutional 
mights and freedom of the British nation and 
therefore, as a condition precedent to the re- 
sumption of negotiations, they demanded from 
the Trades Union congress both an immediate 
unconditional withdrawal of the instructions 
for a general strike and a repudiation of the 
overt acts complained of. The Trades Union 
tongress, believing itself strongly entrenched 
behind a sOlidarity of organized labor never 
pefore achieved in Britain, is in no mood to 
vield to the demand on either point. <A con- 
flict is thus precipitated, which will ultimately 
decide who shall rule in Britain, which must 
necessarily entail the gravest economic losses, 
us well as immediate inconvenience and suffer- 
ing to the public, and which may involve con- 
stitutional consequences and changes which no 
nan at present can foresee. 

The particular overt act to which minis- 


‘ ters referred is generally understood to be the 


strike of the printers on the Daily Mail. The 
printers, taking exception to the wording of a 
proposed editorial on the strike situation en- 
titled “For King and Country,” demanded 
alterations therein and, on the refusal of the 
editor to comply, ceased work. They were 
supported by the machine managers, stereo- 
typers and packers and the result was that the 
paper failed to appear yesterday morning. 

The editorial, which has thus attained so 
much importance, contained the following 
paragraphs: 

We do not wish to say anything hard 
about the miners themselves. As to their 
leaders, all we need say at the moment is 
that some of them are under the influence 
of people who mean no good to this coun- 
try. 

"A general strike is not an industrial dis- 
pute: it is a revolutionary movement in- 
tended to inflict suffering upon the great 
mass of innocent persons and thereby put 
forcible restraint upon the government. 
It is a movement that can only succeed 
by destroying the government and sub- 
verting the rights and liberties of the 
people, 

This being the case, it can not be tole- 
rated by any civilized government aud 
must be dealt with by every resource at 
the disposal of the community. A state 
of emergency and national danger has 
been proclaimed to resist the attack. We 
call upon all law-abiding men and women 
to hold themselves at the service of king: 
and country. 

Any fair-minded person will at once see 
that the foregoing is fair and patriotic com- 
ment on a matter of public policy, and there- 
fore scarcely called for the drastic action which 
it evoked, and which gave the government a 
handle which it was prompt to use. Unless 
the press is free to express its opinion within 
the law, there is no freedom. 

One hopes that, even at the last moment, a 
way out of the impasse which has been created 
will be found. The situation is so acute that 
feelings may be easily inflamed, and irrepa- 
rable acts of violence might unthinkingly be 
committed. Wise heads and firm hands are 
meeded at this juncture to guide the British 
“ship of state safely throvgh the dangers which 
encompass it.

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FARM RELIEF PLANS. 

Congress is about to aiscuss several 
aimed at ‘‘farm relief.’’ Many farmers have 
become convinced that they are suffering from 
¢onditions which can be relieved by law. Lead- 
ers of farm movements, some of them real far- 
mers and others farmers of farmers, have 
brought forth astonishing economic and finan- 


cial prcpositions and have induced some mem- | 


bers of Congress to support them. 


Several variations of the same plan are pro- | 


posed, but in substance the bills principally 
fuvored aim at nothing short of raising the 
price of farm products—tthat is, foodstuffs—to 
the American people, as a means of relieving 
agriculture. It is contended that the protec- 
tive tariff does not give agriculture a square 
deal; that industry is not only unduly prv- 
t-cted, but that it has means at its disposal 
for exerting influence on the price of its prod- 
ucts, Which the farmer has not; that there is 
an unavoidable surplus of certain farm prod- 


ucts, and that the price of this surplus deter- 


mines the price of the whole crop; that the 


farmers have not the power to control pro- | 


duction to such an extent as to avoid creating 
this surplus; that they are not yet organized 
sufficiently to dispose of this surplus through 
their cooperative market agencies: and there- 
fore that Congress must create a board which 
shal] dispose of this surplus, taking money 
from the Treasury with whfch to finance the 
cperation. 

Ihe proposed farm board is to take this sur- 
plus off the farmers’ hands, pay them for it, and 
..en sell the surplus if it can. No one says 
anything about the maintenance or enhance- 
ment of the price on the part that does not 
constitute a surplus. That, presumably, is to 
remain as high as at present, and with the 
surplus out of the way there is no reason why 
the price of the whole product should not be 
increased. Eventually the losses in handling 
the surplus are to be made up by an equaliza- 
tion fee assessed equitably against the product 
itself—that is, the assurance is given that even- 
tually the farmers will pay their own way in 
handling the surpluses they produce. But 
fiat arrangement is left to the future. For the 
present the taxpayers, through the Treasury, 
are to finance the plan. The bills call for 
appropriations ranging from $250,000,000 to 
$375,000,000, and one of them authorizes the 
proposed farm board to issue debentures to the 
extent of $1,000,000,000. 

If such proposals were made in behalf of any 
manufacturing industry the country would 
howl from one end to the other. But it is 
urged in behalf of agriculture that it is a 
“basic industry,’’ upon which the whole coun- 
try depends. Therefore, what would be an in- 
excusable raid on the Treasury is favor of a 
special interest, if consummated for a manu- 
facturing industry, is described as a necessity 
and a proper proceeding when consummated in 
favor of agriculture. 

Less than one-half of the people are en- 
gaged in agriculture. They are to be taxed 
for the benefit of the minority; and the tax 
is not to be merely a direct appropriation from 
the Treasury, but is to be followed by an in- 
crease in the cost of food. 

In all the hearings upon the farm bills, not 
one fact has been elicited to show that the pro- 
tective tariff works against the farmer. All 
his products are protected by a duty proposed 
by the farm bloc itself; and all commodities 
consumed by him are on the free list which 
was prepared by the farm bloc. In the mak- 
ing of the tariff the only industry which ob- 
tained all it sought was agriculture. 

It is true that agriculture is a basic industry 
and that it must not be permitted to suffer. 
The remedy, however, is not to be found in 
violating the rule of just and equal taxation 
without regard to classes. It is not to be 
found by making the government respons'ple 
for crop surpluses—surpluses which would im- 
mediately grow to huge proportions as svon 
as the farmers learned that all they could grow 
would be taken off their hands at a profit. 

The remedy is to be found by applying busi- 
ness methods to agricultural production and 
marketing. American agriculture is capable 
of organizing itself. It has not done so, except 
in a political sense. Unwieldy surpluses can be 
avoided by cooperation, and distribution can 
be kept at an even flow by cooperation. If the 
world can not or will not buy surplus Ameri- 
can corn, it is up to the farmers to cut down 
the corn crop and raise something else. The 
experience in raising wheat during the war 
is a warning of what agriculture can do when 
encouraged by high and fixed prices. The 
country can raise vastly more than it can con- 
sume, and the farmers will increase their crops 
enormously if the government should under- 
take to finance their surplus. The end will 
be disaster to the Treasury and eventually to 
the farmers. 

American consumers will protest against 
this plan. They will mot consent to be taxed 
to finance surplus crops or surplus manufac- 


tured products. They will pay for food what 


\ 


is required under the rule of supply and de- 


mand, but they will not tolerate a plan which, 
while ostensibly merely working off a surplus, 
will actually raise the price of food in the 
home market. 

These matters are to be thrashed out in Con- 
gress, Let us hope that there will be a ma- 
jority possessed of sufficient economic sense 
and political courage to refuse to approve the 
proposed imposition of a tax upon the con- 
suming class to favor the producing class.

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THE HARDING MEMORIAL. 


On Memorial day, May 30, the corner stone 
of the Harding memorial at Marion, Ohio, will 
be laid with appropriate ceremonies. The work 
on the foundation has been under way for 
some time and the marble work will be started 
early in June. It is hoped to have the me- 
morial completed so that it can be dedicated 
November Z, the anniversary of the late Presi- 
dent’s birth, and the day upon which he was 
elected to the Presidency in 1920. 

The Harding memorial, which will be the 
costliest and most magnilicent ever erected in 
memory of a departed President of the United 
States, with the exception, of course, of the 
Lincoln memorial in Washington and the Wash- 
ington monument, will be 80 feet in diameter 
and 62 feet high. The plan is that of a Grecian- 
Roman temple—an open circle of white marble. 
It occupies a site on one of the main roads 
leading to Marion just south of the Harding 
home, from the porch of which Mr. Harding 
conducted his memorable campaign in 1920. 

The Harding home was bequeathed by Mrs.

It is believed that such a law would mate- 
rially reduce the work of the courts and judges. 
Naturalization is not really court work, and 
judges are needed to try cases, not to devote 
their time and energy in hearing naturalization 
applications. Some of the judges in the large 


cities are swamped with naturalization cases. |

THE PARKER BILL. 

Representative Parker’s railroad consolida- 
tion bill differs from the Cummins bill which 
provides for a voluntary period of only five 
years, and requires the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to promulgate a plan for the 
completion of such consolidations as it deems 
desirable. , . 

The Parker bill provides that at the expira- 
tion of seven years it shall be the duty of the 
Irterstate Commerce Commission to report to 
Congress the extent to which unifications have 
taken place in accordance with the act, and its 
recommendations for further procedure. 

It declares also that the general poliey of the 
country is to provide for an adequate and ef- 
ficient transportation service to preserve weak 
and short lines, to unite the carriers into a 
rumber of strong and efficient and well-bal- 
anced systems that will maintain existing routes 
and channels of trade and commerce, and to 
preserve executive competition in service, mov- 
t:g freight and passengers at the lowest rate 
compatible with adequate and efficient trans- 
vortation service.

JUST FOLKS 


The Right Way to Sit Down. 


HIS is a subject to which most 

T of us give little thought. We 

spend a good deal of time sit- 

ting down —too much, usually — 
and, we do it carelessly. 


There is an old idea that it is a 


good rule, particularly for a 
woman, to sit rather than to stand. 
Particularly for a woman; this is a 
poor idea, it seems to me. It tends 
to make large, spreading hips. The 
body ‘‘sags together” in the middle, 
and the internal organs become 
cramped, especially if the sitting 
posture is slouching. A nervous 
person often has the bad habit of 
sliding forward and resting the 
weight on the sharp edge of the 
chair. It is a common fault of the 
business woman, who leans too 
heavily on her desk. Such a posi- 
tion is hard on the nerves and en- 
courages sciatic pains in the legs. 
Another person will sit forward on 
the edge of the spine and rest the 
upper part of the back against the 
' chair—also a bad habit, for it con- 
tracts the lungs and makes the 
shoulders round. 


In sitting properly, the lower 
part of the back must be settled 
well against the chair back for sup- 
port. The seat of the chair should 
be fairly wide, and the feet should 
just reach the floor comfortably, 
Hold the chest up, and the chin in, 
and take a good deep breath occa- 
sionally. Best of all, don’t sit too 
long. And make it a habit not to 
sit,-but to stand erect, for at least 
fifteen minutes after eating a meal.

THE MENACE OF WORMS. 


NOTHER reason for a spring 
A clean-up is found in the worm 

menace. The worm alluded 
to is the common round worm 
which infests humans and hogs, 
and possibly also dogs, cats and 
some others among man’s intimate 
friends. There was some contro- 
versy as to whether the round 
worm of the pig is the same as the 
human round worm, but all are 
agreed that if it is not the same, 
it is a very close kinsman. 

Miss E. B. Cram thinks the 
round worm a great public health 
problem, possibly more of a prob- 
lem than the hookworm, since it 
is 80 much more widely spread. 
Furthermore, it can be prevented. 
And, finally, the keynote of pre- 
vention is cleanliness. 


One proof of the relation to 
cleanliness is the great prevalence 
of round worm infestation in peo- 
ple in the devastated areas in 
France since the world war and 
among soldiers in the war. War 
breaks down standards of cleanli- 
ness among a people. The com- 
manding officers do the best they 
can to provide sanitary conve- 
niences and to force the soldiers to 
use them. In spite, however, of 
all they can do, a soldier’s habits 
tend to return to the primitive in 
spots. This is many times as true 
of the civilian population in the 
areas over which contending arm- 
ies are passing.

what is known as the McLean 
county plan to prevent young pigs 
from being killed or runted by 
worms. She commends the prin- 
ciple of that plan to the mothers 
of human young. 

The McLean county plan starts 
with putting the sow, before she 
farrows, into a well-cleaned brood 
house located in a well-cleaned lot. 
When the pigs are ten days old 
the sow and pigs are transferred 
from this lot to a hog pasture, 
where the soil is sterilized by grow- 
ing rape or other hog pasturage. 
The location of the hog pastures 
is changed every few years. The 
young pigs are not allowed among 
the older hogs until they are four 
months old and more able to re- 
sist worms. 

Miss Cram offers severa] reasons 
for her opinion that worms are 
harmful. They wander into the 
appendix, gall bladder and other 
locations where they cause trouble. 
They may stop up the intestines. 
They may cause anemia. They 
may cause some _ runting. The 
larvae bore their way through the 
tissues. In this way they often 
reach the lungs, causing pneu- 
monia, bronchitis, colds and such 
disorders. 

There are any number of satis- 
factory worm medicines. The worm 
candy of the drug store contains 
wormseed, as that is about the 
best of the worm medicines for 
this worm. 

But cleanliness of habits is the 
fundamental in fighting worms.

An appropriation of $820,000, to 
be paid out of the United States 
Treasury, was provided in a bill in- 
troduced in the Senate yesterday by 
Senator Fess, of Ohio, to provide 
for acquirement of land for a new 
location for the United States 
Botanic gardens. 

The bill provides that the land 
shall be acquired by the joint com- 
mittee on the library “by pur- 
chase, condemnation or otherwise.”’ 
The committee would also deter- 
mine where the Bartholdi fountain 
in the present garden would be 
placed in the new garden. 

The bill carries out the plan for 


existing garden lying between 
Pennsylvania avenue and Maryland 
avenue. This ground would be used 
for extension of the Mall, in accord-_| 
ance with the McMillan plan. 

The part of the garden now lying 
south of Maryland avenue would be 
kept and two squares adjoining it 
would be added. These squares lie 
between First and Second streets, 
B street and Maryland avenue, and 
First and Second streets, B and 
Canal streets. 

Aid of government experts, in- 
cluding George W. Hess, head of 
the Botanic gardens, and others 
would be sought in drafting plans 
for new 
buildings. These plans would be
